SYG EXPRESSED CAUTIOUS OPTIMISM ABOUT POSSIBLE FORMULA FOR

OF BOARD OF GOVERNORS WITH EQUAL REPRESENTATION OF TWO 
COMMUNITIES TO BE CHAIRED BY AIRPORT MANAGER. WALDHEIM ADMITTED 
GREEKS WOULD NOT ACCEPT TURKISH CYPRIOT PARTIY ON BOARD, BUT

CHARTER REVIEW- 

SCALABRE (FRANCE), THOUGHT WITHOUT GOF INSTRUCTIONS, RAISED 
QUESTION OF EARLY FRENCH, UK, US, USSR CONSULTATIONS ON CHARTER 
REVIEW, BUT ACCEPTED ROSENSTOCK'S SUGGESTION IT WOULD BE 
USEFUL TO BEGIN WITH US, UK, FRENCH CONSULTATIONS. STEEL (UK) 

REPORTED FEDEROV (USSR) APPROACHED HIM ABOUT CONSULTATIONS AND HE 
(STEEL) AGREED IN PRINCIPLE BUT THOUGHT IT PREMATURE UNTIL 
LONDON'S GUIDANCE RECEIVED. STEEL ALSO THOUGHT IT 
WOULD BE USEFUL TO START WITH US, UK, FRENCH CONSULTATIONS. SUZUKI 
(JAPAN) INDICATED JAPANESE, ITALIANS AND OTHERS STILL CON- 
TEMPLATING EARLIER BRIEFER SESSION OF COMITE. (CONFIDENTIAL -OURTEL 
553) 

PLO OBSERVER OFFICE- 

HEAD OF PLO INFORMATION OFFICE, SAADAT HASAN, INFORMED 
MISOFF HE WOULD BE HEADING PLO OBSERVER OFFICE TO UN, AT 
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LEAST TEMPORARILY, IN ADDITION TO HIS PRESENT DUTIES, AND 
HE INTENDED TO SUBMIT HIS CREDENTIALS TO SYG SHORTLY. HE 
ALSO SAID ZUHDI TARAZI HAD BEEN NAMED AS FIRST MEMBER OF PLO 
OBSERVER DEL TO UN AND HOPED TO LEAVE FOR NEW YORK SOON AS 
POSSIBLE. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE -OURTEL 551) 
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SECURITY COUNCIL -CYPRUS 

SYG TOLD SC FEB 21 HE STILL BELIEVED THAT TALKS BETWEEN 
CLERIDES AND DENKTASH, IN PRESENCE OF HIS SPECIAL REP, COULD 
PROVIDE BASIS FOR PROGRESS, TLTHOUGH HE RECOGNIZED NEED FOR 
"NEW AND FRESH APPROACH TO NEGOTIATING PROCESS." 

CLERIDES (CYPRUS) ASKED WHY TURKISH SIDE OPPOSED UN 
OR RED CROSS FACT-FINDING MISSION IF IT HAD NOTHING TO HIDE, 

AND SAID IF TURKISH TROOPS WERE WITHDRAWN GOC WAS WILLING TO 
DISMANTLE NATIONAL GUARD AND HAND OVER ITS ARMS TO ENLARGED 
UN PEACEKEEPING FORCE. GREEK AND TURKISH REPS SPOKE BRIEFLY. 

NEXT MEETING IS SCHEDULED FOR 3:00 P.M., FEB 24. 

SYG WALDHEIM SAID THAT, AS RESULT OF RECENT DEVELOPMENTS 
DESCRIBED IN HIS REPORT (S/I 1624), CLERIDES-DENKTASH TALKS 
HAD BEEN SUSPENDED. THESE DEVELOPMENTS CREATED"NEW AND TENSE 
SITUATION, BECAUSE THERE IS NOW A VACUUM WHICH CAN ALL TOO 
EASILY BE FILLED BY RENEWED VIOLENCE." SUFFERING OF PEOPLE OF 
CYPRUS COULD ONLY REENFORCE GRAVITY OF SITUATION. HE STILL 
BELIEVED THAT CLERIDES-DENKTASH TALKS, IN PRESENCE OF 
HIS SPECIAL REP WECKMANN-MUNOZ, COULD PROVIDE BASIS FOR 
PROGRESS, THOUGH HE RECOGNIZED NEED FOR "NEW AND FRESH 
APPROACH TO NEGOTIATING PROCESS." ONE OF MAIN IMPRESSIONS HE 
GAINED WAS EXPECTATION OF PARTIES CONCERNED AND OF WORLD IN 
GENERAL THAT "UN CAN AND SHOULD SHOULDER ITS RESPONSIBILITES 
IN THIS MATTER," SYG SAID, ADDING "CYPRUS PROBLEM REPRESENTS 
CRUCIAL TEST OF EFFECTIVENESS AND CREDIBILITY OF OUR ORGANIZATION." 
DURING HIS VISITS TO ANAKARA AND TTHENS HE "SUGGESTED 
SOME NEW POSSIBILITIES" FOR RESUMPTION OF NEGOTIATIONS, AND 
HE HAD URGED NECESSITY OF FLEXIBILITY AND WILLINGNESS TO 
MAKE CONCESSIONS. HE WOULD NTO GO INTO GREATER DETAIL AT THIS 
STAGE, BUT STRESSED VITAL IMPORTANCE OF CREATING CONDITIONS FOR 
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MEANINGFUL NEGOTIATIONS. 

CARAYANNIS (GREECE) EXPRESSED HIS GOVT'S APPRECIATION TO 

SYG AND, REFERRING TO REMARKS MADE FEB. 20, SAID GOG 

WAS AGAINST UNION OF CYPRUS WITH GREECE AND AGAINST PARTITION. 

CLERIDES BEGAN HOUR-LONG STATEMENT BY SAYING HE WANTED TO 
CORRECT SOME OF CHELIK'S FEB 20 STATEMENTS, BUT HE WOULD NOT 
APPORTION BLAME. AMONG OTHER THINGS, HE DESCRIBED HOW, WHEN 
HE WAS ACTING PRES, HE HAD GONE TO DENKTASH'S HOUSE TO GET 
LATTER TO FORM WITH HIM A GOVT OF BOTH GREEK AND TUKISH CYPRIOTS. 
DENKTASH HAD BEEN INTERESTED, BUT AFTER CONSULTING TURKEY 
REPLIED IT WAS NOT POSSIBLE THEN. TURK CYPRIOTS COULD 
NOT ACT WITHOUT CLEARANCE FROM TURKEY. HE WENT INTO DETAIL 
ABOUT TURK CYPRIOT POSITION RE NICOSIA AIRPORT, SPOKE AT LENGTH 
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ABOUT REFUGEES 

AND MISSING PERSONS AND TURKISH CYPRIOT FAILURE TO GIVE ADEQUATE 
INFO, AND CHARGED THAT TURKISH SIDE LOOTED 200,000 GREEK 
HOMES AND HAD NOT EVEN SPARED SUMMER RESIDENCES OF AMBASSADORS 
IN HYRENIA. ASKING WHY TURKISH SIDE OPPOSED FACT-FINDING 
MISSION, HE SAID SUCH MISSION"WOULD ESTABLISH BEYOND 
DOUBT THE RAPE OF CYPRUS." REFERRING TO CHELIK'S STATE- 
MENT ABOUT FEAR, CLERIDES SAID GOC WOULD BE WILLING, IF 
TUKISH TROOPS WERE WITHDRAWN, TO DISMANTLE NATIONAL GUARD AND 
HAD OVER ITS ARMS TO ENLARGED UN PEACEKEEPING FORCE WITH 
CONTINGENTS FROM NON-ALIGNED COUNTRIES, 

MOSLEM AND OTHERS, AND AT SAME TIME, BEGIN SERIOUS 
NEGOTIATIONS IN INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS. HE HAD COME TO SC BECAUSE 
UN RESES WERE NOT IMPLEMENTED, AND IT WAS URGENT FOR SC TO TAKE 
STEPS TO BRING ABOUT REASONABLE AND EARLY SOLUTION OF 
CYPRUS PROBLEM, FREELY NEGOTIATED AND FREELY ACCEPTED. 

HE WAS WILLING TO STRETCH OUT HIS HAD TO CHELIK AND 
SAY THAT THE TWO SIDES SHOULD, WITHOUT ARMIES OF OCCUPATION 
OR FOREIGN INTERFERENCE, SEEK AS TRUE CYPRIOTS TO FIND SOLUTION 
TOGETHER THAT WOULD BRING HARMONY, PROSPERITY, PEACE AND 
COOPERATION TO ALL THEIR PEOPLE. 

TURKISH REP OLCAY SAID TURKEY ATTACHED GREATEST IMPORTANCE 
TO VALUABLE EFFORTS OF SYG, WHOSE VISIT TO ANKARA WAS CONSIDERED 
"MOST FRUITFUL." "REP OF GREEK CYPRIOTS" HAD SAID HE WOULD NOT 
APPORTION BLAME BUT HAD BLAMED TURKS AND TURKISH CYPRIOTS, 

AND HE CONSIDERED THAT "DOUBLE TALKS". (REPEATED 
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DURING SUBCOMITE MEETING FEB. 21 IT WAS ANNOUNCED THAT CHILE 
AND MEXICO HAD BECOME COSPONSORS OF ARGENTINA-BRAZIL- VENEZUELA 
PROPOSAL ON DRAFT BASIC ARTICLES FOR TREATY ON REMOTE SENSING. 
STATEMENTS ON REMOTE SENSING WERE MADE BY REPS OF FRANCE, 

GDR, BULGARIA, POLAND, MEXICO, ARGENTINA, PAKISTAN, 

BRAZIL, AND US. 

FRENCH REP SPOKE IN SUPPORT OF FRENCH-SOVIET WORKING PAPER, 

WHICH WAS ALSO SUPPORTED BY REPS OF BULGARIA AND POLAND 
(WHO WANTED WG III TO START ELABORATING DRAFT TREATY). GDR WAS 
CONCERNED THAT NO INFO OBTAINED BE TRANSFERRED TO THIRD STATE 
OR INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS OR INDIVIDUALS WITHOUT EXPRESS 
AUTHORITY OF OBSERVED STATE. MEXICO FAVORED LEGAL INSTRUMENT. 
COCCA (ARGENTINA) THOUGHT US HAD CHANGED IT POSITION ON 
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LEGAL REGULATION; SAID US PAPER SHOWED FULL UNDERSTANDING OF 
LAW AND WENT BEYOND TEXT OF SOME OTHER PROPOSALS; WAS PLEASED, 
AMONG OTHER THINGS, WITH EMPHASIS ON REGIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL 
COOPERATION; AND WELCOMED ITS "OPEN-MINDED APPROACH." 

MAHMUD (PAKISTAN) RECALLED THAT US REP HAD MENTIONED CERTAIN 
INDICATIONS OF COPPER DEPOSITS IN UNNAMED COUNTRY AND HE 
SAID "PAKISTAN WAS RECIPIENT OF THIS WELCOME INFO AND IS CURRENTLY 
ENGAGED IN PLANNING EXPLOITATION." BRAZILIAN REP REMARKED THAT 
SUBCOMITE'S WORK ON SUBJECT HAD "FINALLY TAKEN CONSTRUCTIVE TURN." 
HOSENBALL REPORTED ON NASA'S REMOTE SENSING PROGRAM AND 
COOPERATION WITH OTHER COUNTRIES, AND SAID SUBCOMITE WAS JUST BE- 
GINNING WORK ON SUBJECT AND SHOULD LOOK AT ALL FACTORS. 

HE DENIED THAT US CHANGED IT POLICY, AND HE CLARIFIED CERTAIN 
POINTS IN US PAPER RELATING TO REGISTRATION OF REMOTE SENSING 
SATELLITES AND TERM "NATURAL ENVIRONMENT." 

POPULATION COMMISSION - 

IN A.M. MEETING FEB. 21, COMMISSION DISCUSSED IMPLICATIONS 
OF 1974 WORLD POPULATION CONFERENCE FOR UN LEGISLATIVE BODIES 
CONCERNED WITH VARIOUS ASPECTS OF POPULATION, AND REPS OF 
SEVERAL SPECIALIZED AGENCIES DESCRIBED WORK PROGRAMS OF THEIR 
AGENCIES AS THEY RELATED TO POPULATION. UN POPULATION DIVISION 
DIRECTOR TABAH SUGGESTED COMMISSION MIGHT WANT TO THINK OF 
STRENGTHENING ITS ROLE, NOTING SOME MEMBERS THOUGHT IT 
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ADVISABLE FOR COMMISSION MEMBERS TO MEET BETWEEN REGULAR 
BIENNIAL SESSIONS AND OTHERS PROPOSED TRANSFORMING COMMISSION 
INTO STANDING COMITE OF ECOSOC. DURING DISCUSSION, NUMBER OF 
MEMBERS EXPRESSED VIEW THAT COMMISSION SHOULD BE MAINTAINED 
AS IT WAS PRESENTLY ESTABLISHED. THERE WERE DIFFERING OPINIONS 
OVER WHETHER IT WAS WITHIN COMMISSION'S TERMS OF REFERENCE TO 
DEAL WITH REVIEW AND APPRAISAL AS WELL AS WITH MONITORING 
OF POPULATION TRENDS AND POLICIES. SWEDISH REP SUGGESTED 
CREATING INTERSESSIONAL WORKING GROUP TO FORMULATE RECOMMEN- 
DATIONS TO COUNCIL, WHILE UK AND OTHERS FELT THAT COMMISSION 
ITSELF SHOULD FORMULATE RECOMMENDATIONS. 

UNCITRAL WORKING GROUP ON SHIPPING LEGISLATION - 

NEW DRAFT CONVENTION GOVERNING LIABILITY OF CARRIERS FOR GOODS 
WHICH THEY TRANSPORT BY SEA EMERGED FROM FOUR FYEARS OF WORK 
BY WORKING GROUP, WHICH ENDED TWO-WEEK SESSION FEB. 21. 

WHERE WG COULD NOT AGREE ON CERTAIN ARTICLES, IT SUBMITTED 
ALTERNATIVE VERSIONS TO UNCITRAL, WHICH WILL CONSIDER THIS 
"DRAFT CONVENTION ON CARRIAGE OF GOODS BY SEA" AT ITS MARCH/ 

APRIL 1976 SESSION. DELAY IS INTENDED TO ALLOW TIME FOR GOVTS 
AND INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS TO SUBMIT COMMENTS AND OB- 
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SERVATIONS ON TEXT.
